Wee  having  been  inform'd  by  M' :  Thomas  Lovell  our  Companys  ffactor  at 
Metchlepatam,  that  upon  the  approaching  of  the  new  Nabob,  who  is  come  to 
govern  that  Country,  you  sent  for  him,  and  deliver'd  him  a  Paper,  requireing  and 
commanding  him  in  a  most  extraordinary  manner,  not  to  make  any  applycation 
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to  any  of  the  MoguUs  officers  (for  the  better  carrying  on  our  affairs)  without  your 
leave  &  Permission,  threatning  to  do  no  less  then  send  him  home  in  Irons,  from 
which  wee  imagine  you  resolve  the  utter  ruin  of  our  Company,  hopeing  thereby 
to  promote  the  Intrest  of  your  Employers,  the  new  East  India  Company. 

"Wee  having  no  orders  or  Instructions  to  govern  ourselves  in  this  matter  but  the 
Act  of  Parliament,  which  in  peruseing  wee  find,  that  there  is  five  ^Cent  laid  on  all 
Goods  for  the  maintaining  Embassadors  &  Consuls,  from  which  our  Company  is 
excepted  till  September  1701 :  which  Embassadors  &  Consuls  are  to  be  nominated 
and  Elected  by  the  Directors  of  the  new  Company  and  sent  to  such  Emperor  or 
Prince  in  these  parts  as  they  please,  and  they  to  pay  the  cliarge  out  of  the  five  '^' 
Cent,  and  the  remainder  to  be  divided  amongst  the  adventure[r]3,  and  in  a  subse- 
quent clause  'tis  said,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shnll  be  ccmstrn'd  to  extend,  to 
hinder  or  restrain  our  Comp^ :  trade  till  the  29"" :  September  1701,  so  that  they 
being  excused  from  contributing  to  the  charije  of  Embassad"  :,  Consuls  &c* :

prietors of  all  Phirmaunds  and  Grrants  necessary  for  supporting  the  Trade,  which 
has  been,  procur'd  at  vast  expences,  and  without  corresponding  with  the  Govern- 
ment, 'tis  impossible  to  support  our  priviledges  or  Trade. 

S'-.Wee  think  your  proceedings  not  only  Destructive  to  our  Masters  at 
Present,  but  will  also  prove  fatal  hereafter,  if  not  intail  a  perpetual  ruin  on  the 
trade.  To  prevent  the  Mischeifs  that  may  attend  us,  and  preserve  the  Intrest  for 
which  wee  ai'e  concern'd,  wee  must  acquaint  you,  that  wee  resolve  to  persist  in 
corresponding  with  the  Government  as  formerly,  for  the  carrying  on  our  Trade 
dureing  the  time  limitted  by  Parliam* :  and  order  all  our  Companys  Cheifs  and 
ffactors  under  this  Presidency  to  do  the  same,  untill  his  Majesty  Comands  the 
contrary,  or  that  wee  receive  orders  from  our  Company. 

As  for  the  Injuries  you  have  already  done  [our]  Company  and  others  of  the 
Kings  Subjects,  by  embargoing  their  Ships  (who  traded  here  under  their  protection) 
wee  doubt  not  but  that  they  will  reprfc[sont]  it  in  such  places  where  they  may  find 
a  remedy  and  Justice.  In  confirmation  whereof,  wee  have  hereunto  sett  our 
hands  and  the  Seal  of  our  Company  at  Fort  S' :  George  in  the  city  of  Madrass  this 
16"" :  day  of  January  1tI|.

One  for  Five  thousand  Pagodas  payable  to  Maura  Chittee  and  Ramanaigue  and 
one  for  Five  thousand  Pagodas  payable  to  Botchu  Chittee  and  Collastre  Chittee, 
who  being  very  urgent  for  the  money,  alledgeing  the  great  necessity  for  the 
expeditious  carrying  on  their  Investiment],  It  was  unanimously  agreed  & 
accordingly  tlie  former  paid  yesterday,  and  the  latter  is  now  order'd  to  be 
paid,  althS  no  Letter  of  advice  is  yet  Received. 

Generall  Letter  from  Fort  S* :  David  dated  the  7"'  :  Instant  read. 
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Doud  Cawn  being  order'd  by  tlie  King  Nabob  of  the  Cornatta  and  Chingee 
Countrys,  wlio  lias  been  severall  montlis  on  his  march  from  the  Kings  Camp, 
Few  daies  ago  wee  were  advis'd  (by  people  that  wee  keep  in  his  camp  to  get  us 
inteligence)  that  hee  was  come  to  Arcott  about  four  daies  march  from  hence. 
Wee  have  had  severall  Letters  of  complement  from  him,  wherein  hee  has  desired 
sundry  sorts  of  Liquors,  which  accordingly  have  been  sent  him,  and  it  being  the 
custom  of  all  Europeans  to  Present  all  Nabobs  and  Govern™ :  when  they  come 
first  to  their  Governments,  in  order  to  procure  a  confirmation  of  their  Piiviledge 
besides  at  present  wee  are  carrying  on  a  great  Investment  here  and  at  Fort  S*  : 
David,  and  have  a  great  deal  of  money  spread  up  and  down  the  Country  ;  further  few 
days  ago  wee  have  advice  from  Surat  by  Armenian  Letters,  that  our  Affairs  are  Bm- 
broile  there  by  false  informations  of  that  most  impious  Beutifeus  S" :  Nicholas 
Waites,  [all]  which  induc'd  us  to  consider  of  a  considerable  Present  for  the  Nabob 
and  Duan  Ac"  :  Officers,  and  fitting  persons  to  send  with  it,  tho  before  wee  heard 
the  news  from  Surat,  wee  intended  to  have  sent  two  Englishmen,  but  alter'd  our 
resolution,  not  knowing  but  that  the  troubles  that  may  effect  us  here,  so  there 
being  One  Sen''  :  Nicholas  Manuch  a  Venitian  and  an  inhabitant  of  ours  for  many 
years  who  has  the  reputation  of  an  honest  man  besides,  hee  has  liv'd  at  the  King's 
Court  upwards  of  thirty  years  and  was  a  servant  to  one  of  the  Princes,  and  speaks 
the  Persian  Language  excellent  well,  for  which  reasons  wee  think  [him]  the 
properest  person  to  send  at  this  time  with  our  Cheif  Dubash  Ramapah,  and  have 
unanimously  agreed  with  the  advice  of  all  that  were  capable  of  giving  it,  to  send 
the  following  Presents  so  in  order  to  their  setting  out  tomorrow  on  their  Journey, 
have  deliver'd  in  our  Instructions  and  Letters  as  enter'd  after  this  Consultation.

^o>f offiolrs.   severall  things  for  Presents,  for  you  to  Dispose  off  as  you  see  occasion.     Wee  also 
deliver  you  Letters  of  complement  for  the  Nabob  &  Duan,  and  the  most  consider- 
able persons  in  the  Camp. 

Wee  have  nothing  to  ask  of  the  Nabob  and  Duan,  but  the  confirmation  of  our 
Priviledge  here  and  att  Tevenapatam,  and  that  all  our  Business  in  the  Country 
may  go  on  according  to  Salabad  ;  and  that  you  may  not  forge tt  wee  here  mention 
some  particular  agrevance  which  wee  would  have  provided  for  in  the  Nabobs 
Perwanna, 

That  no  Moneys  be  extorted  from  our  Merchants  in  the  Countrys  where  they 
provide  there  [sic]  Goods  which  ought  to  pass  all  Places  according  to  Salabad,  and 
that  no  Governour  be  permitted  to  make  stops  and  demand  new  Cash  as  the 
Govern'  •-  of  S* :   Thoma  has  of  late. 
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That  the  Juncaneers  about  us  demand  nothing  for  Provisions  or  Goods  in 
and  out  but  according  to  Salabad,  and  that  when  y^ :  King's  duty  is  paid,  shall  be 
Lawfull  for  any  to  take  away  their  Goods,  whereas  they  often  make  stops  to 
extort  money  for  themselves. 

That  if  wee  have  any  Ships,  Boats  or  Goods  cast  away  in  any  of  the  Kings 
Dominions  no  Governour  shall  make  any  pretence  to  it  bnt  that  we  shall  have 
liberty  to  carry  away  whatever  is  sav'd. 

Our  Merchants  Goods  to  pass  secure  from  being  rob'd  or  plunder'd,  and 
whenever  it  soe  happens,  that  the  Gov'' :  of  thn.t  Country  shall  make  it  Good. 

What  Perwanna's  you  procure,  remember  to  get  three  or  four  copys  attested 
by  the  Cojee  in  the  Camp. 

From  the  Various  reports  that  have  been  and  are  still  going.  Wee  have 
reason  to  beleive  severall  things  will  be  objected  against  us,  knowing  that 
this  place  is  not  only  envyed  by  the  Country  Govern''^ :  but  by  all  Europeans  too, 
wee  therefore  as  a  memorandum  give  you  the  following  advice. 

If  any  thing  be  said  about  our  Revenues  which  are  generally  magnify'd  four 
times  as  much  as  they  are,  'tis  to  be  answer'd,  that  'tis  paid  by  none  but  our  own 
Inhabitants,  who  are  inrich'd  by  our  Trade  solely  and  are  daily  getting  money 
from  us,  which  had  long  ago  ruin'd  us,  had  not  wee  sett  up  Revenues  to  regain 
some  money  from  them  towards  defraying  our  great  charges. 

Wee  are  told  that  Timapa  Peddee  ISlaigue  is  busie  in  complaining  against  us 
for  not  having  the  Peddee  Naigues  place  here  w°'^ :  upon  strict  examination  'twas 
found  hee  had  no  [right]  to  itt,  besides  hee  barbarously  murther'd  seve[ral] 
Inhabitants  of  this  place,  after  which  the  present  Govern'' :  comeing  and  sending 
for  him  to  hear  what  hee  could  say  for  himself,  which  was  little  or  nothing,  so  hee 
return'd  again,  but  the  Gov'' :  was  forc'd  to  send  a  strong  guard  with  him,  or 
otherwise  the  relations  of  those  hee  Murther'd  would  have  fell  on  him,  besides  wee 
could  not  think  ourselves  secure  under  such  a  watchman,  and  their  Cowle  also 
was  never  granted  but  dureing  pleasure. 

If  anything  be  said  in  relation  to  onr  makeing  fortifications,  maybe  answer'd, 
that  wee  are  always  when  new  Gov''' :  come,  pulling  down  one  thing  and  building 
another  and  repairing. 

Remember  to  procure  an  Order  for  our  Peons  and  people  to  travell  unmollest- 
ed  between  [this]  and  Tevenapatam,  whereas  now  they  stop  all  our  people  at 
Boomypollam  and  force  money  from  them,  besides  offering  insufferable  affronts, 
which  being  complain'd  of  to  Jemsheer  Cawn,  hee  made  'em  restore  Money  & 
prevented  further  troubles  dureing  his  time. 

The  Govern'' :  of  S* :  Thoma  have  given  our  people  the  like  trouble  near  Poli- 
cat.

This  suddain  alteration  happening  makes  us  fear  a  snake  in  the  G-rass,  and 
resolve  that  wee  will  not  Disband  any  of  our  forces  till  his  army  marches,  unless 
[they]  be  ship  Dutchess's  men,  wee  having  great  occasion  to  send  her  to  our 
Northern  factory  [s]  with  money  to  carry  on  their  Investment. 

And  whereas  by  Consultation  of  the  T^  :  Instant,  wee  resolved  to  send  22000 
by  the  Pembrook  frigat  and  the  Companys  servants  for  those  parts.  It  is  now 
order'd  that  all  the  former  money  intended  for  [those]  factorys,  be  sent  on  the 
Dutchess,  that  she  be  Dispatch'd  with  all  speed. 

Whereas  three  Dutchmen  Viz' :  Peter  Johnson,  Hance  Hermanson  & 
[Laciona  in  the  original]  some  days  past  run  away  with  the  Dutchess  Yawl  to 
Policat,  where  they  were  apprehended  by  the  Dutch  cheif  there  and  notice  given 
us  thereof,  upon  which  the  Go v"" :  sent  persons  to  receive  'em,  to  whom  two  of 
the  men  and  Boat  was  deliver'd,  and  the  other  detain'd  upon  the  acco' :  of  his 
being  their  Countryman,  whose  delivery  wee  still  insist  upon  and  considering 
that  if  these  men  are  not  made  a  publick  Example,  'twill  be  an  encouragement 
for  others  to  do  the  like,  wee  therefore  order  that  Peter  Johnson  &  Hance  Her- 
man be  deliver'd  into  the  custody  of  the  Marshall  and  hee  put  'em  in  a  boat  and'

The  ffreight  of  the  stores  &C'' :  sent  to  the  West  Coast  f  ship  Sarum  on  the 
Hon''''' :  Companys  acco'  :  being  settled  by  us,  amo' :  to  Pag' :  465  :  12,  It  is 
order'd  that  the  same  be  paid  here. 

This  day  the  Nabob  sent  us  word,  [that]  tomorrow,  himself,  the  Duan  & 
Buxie  Avould  Dine  with  us,  and  desired  to  know  with  what  attendance  wee  would 
admit  him.  Wee  would  fane  have  evaded  it,  but  the  messenger  he  sent,  pressing 
lis  so  hard  for  a  Direct  answer,  wee  sent  him  word,  that  the  Hon'' :  was  too  great 
to  desire  it,  and  greater  than  wee  expected,  and  if  hee  pleased  to  come,  hee  should 
be  very  welcome  and  wee  be  ready  to  receive  him  in  the  Garrison  w"^ :  One 
hundred  horse,  so  all  imaginable  preparation  is  order'd  to  be  made,  and  Mess'"' : 
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Marshall  &  Meverell  (two  of  the  Councill)  attended  with  Ten  Foils  of  Granadeers 
ordered  to  meet  &  receive  him  at  M'' :  Ellis's  Garden  [and,]  to  conduct  hira  into 
Towne.

M'':  Joseph   Hiller  arrived   overland  from   Metchlepatam,    by  whom  rec'^ :   12t» 
Generall   Letter  from  the  Oheif  &c'' :  Councill  there  dated  the  26'^  :  past  Ac" : 
papers. 

About  12  this  noon,  the  Nabob,  the  Kings  Duan  &  Buxie  was  conducted 
into  Town  by  Mess"  :  Marshall  and  Meverell,  the  streets  being  loin'd  with  soldiers 
from  S' :  Thoma  Gate  up  to  the  Fort,  and  the  works  that  way  man'd  with  the 
Marrein  Company  handsomely  clothed  with  red  coats  &  caps,  and  the  curtains  of 
the  inner  Fort  with  our  Train  bands,  all  which  made  a  very  handsome  appearance. 
The  Govern'':  attended  with  the  Councill,  the  Mayor,  the  Comand' :  of  the 
Europe  ships  and  some  of  the  principal  freemen,  received  him  a  little  way  out  of 
the  Gate  of  the  Fort,  and  after  embraceing  each  other,  the  Gov" :  presented  him 
with  a  small  ball  of  amber  Greece  cas'd  w"' :  Gold  and  a  Gold  chain  to  it,  and 
then  conducted  him  into  the  Fort  and  carried  him  up  to  his  Lodgeings,  when 
after  sitting  some  time  the  Nabob  was  pleas' d  to  pass  very  great  complements 
upon  us,  commending  the  place  as  to  what  hee  had  hitherto  seen  of  it  and  gave 
us  all  assureance  of  his  friendship  after  which  the  Gov''  :  sett  by  him  two  Cases 
of  rich  cordiall  waters  and  call'd  for  wine,  biding  him  wellcome  by  fireing  21  peices 
Ordnance.  Soon  after  the  Gov'':  drank  to  hira  the  MoguUs  health  with  31  peices 
Ordnance  and  the  principal  Ministers  of  State  (our  friends)  as  also  the  Nabob, 
Duan  &  Busies  with  21  peices  Ordnance  each,  all  which  healths  the  Nabob 
Pledg'd  in  the  cordiall  waters  ;  so,  soon  after,  the  Dinner  being  ready,  (w"'' :  was 
Dres'd  and  managed  by  a  Persian  Inhabitant)  the  Govern'' :  conducted  the  Nabob 
Ac" :  into  the  Consultation  room  which  was  very  handsomely  sett  out  in  all 
respects,  the  Dinner  consisting  of  about  six  hundred  Dishes  small  and  great,  of 
which  y^ :  Nabob,  Duan  &  Buxie  and  all  that  came  with  him  eat  very  heartily, 
and  very  much  commended  their  entertainment.  After  Dinner,  they  were  divert- 
ed with  y^ :  Danceing  wenches.  The  Nabob  was  presented  with  Cordiall  waters, 
ffrench  Brandy  and  Embroider'd  China  Quilts,  all  which  hee  desired.  The  Duan 
ui)on  his  promiseing  us  a  Perwanna  had  a  Eubie  ring.  The  Buxie  had  one 
likewise  offer'd  him,  but  refus'd  [it,]  who  aeem'd  all  day  out  of  humour, 
occasion'd  as  were  inform'd  by  some  words  that  "he  pass'd  this  day  between  the 
Nabob,  Duan  [and]  him  before  they  came  hither. 

About  6  in  the  evening  they  return'd  to  S' :  Thoma,  the  Gov'' :  &  Councill 
&  Gentlemen  in  Town  with  the  Comanders  of  the  Europe  ships  waiting  on  'em 
without  the  [Gate]  of  the  Fort,  where  they  mounted  their  horses  and  were 
attended  by  Mess"'' :  Marshall  and  Meverell  to  the  place  they  receiv'd  'em,  and  as 
their  going  out  of  S*:  Thoma's  Gate  were  saluted  with  31  peices  ordnance. 

Mess''* :  Marshall  &  Meverell  returning  acq'"' ;  the  Gov"" :  that  the  Nabob 
desired  tomorrow  morning  to  go  aboard  one  of  the  Europe  ships  ;  and  in  order 
thereto,  that  six  Mussoolas  might  be  sent  tf)  Triviecane,  which  was  accordingly 
done,  and  the  English  ships  boats  order'd  to  attend  him,  and  the  Coinanders  of 
the  ships  were  acquainted  with  it. 

About  7  a  Clock  this  morning  Mess"  :   Marshall  &    Meverell  went  to  Trlvle-  13tb 
cane,  in  order  to  wait  on  the  Nabob  aboard  the  English  ships,  and  the  Coinanders 
went  off  to  receive  him,  and  Narrain  being  sent  to  S''  :  Thoma  to  acquaint  y® :

Nabob  that  the  Boats  lay  ready  and  that  the  English  Gentlemen  waited  there  ta 
know  his  pleasure,  but  he  having  been  very  Drunk  over  night,  was  not  in  a 
condition  to  go  and  defer'd  it  till  Tomorrow  morning. 

The  Brakefast  wee  intended  aboard  ship  for  the  Nabob,  was  sent  to  S* : 
Thoma,  which  hee  accepted  very  kindly. 

This  day  the  Buxie  sent  to  the  Gov'" :  to  desire  leave  to  come  into  Town,  to 
Dine  with  a  Persian  of  his  acquaintance,  and  afterwards  that  hee  might  see  the 
Comp^ :  Garden,  which  was  accordingly  granted,  where  wee  sent  JNarrain  to  wait 
on  him  and  see  whether  hee  was  in  a  better  humour  than  yesterday,  and  to 
Present  him  with  the  ring  he  refused,  with  a  Gold  snuff  box,  both  to  the  Value  of 
about  seventy  five  Pagodas,  both  which  hee  accepted,  declareing  that  hee  had  no 
resentments  against  the  English,  but  should  be  ready  to  serve  them  upon  all 
occasions,  but  he  thought  in  the  management  of  these  afiairs,  the  Duan  had  not 
done  farely  by  him. 

14  The  friendship  of  this  Buxie  is  not  soe  much  desired  for  the  Post  he  is  now 
in,  but  that  he  is  of  a  very  great  ffamily  and  has  many  relations  near  the  King.

from  Metchlepatam  dat :  y® :  26*'':  June  last  &c* :  papers  therewith  received, 
from  Fort  S* :  David  dat.  ll''^  :  Instant  &  To  Fort  S' :  David  of  this  date, 
which  latter  was  immediately  Dispatch'd,  it  being  to  order  the  Dep^  :  Gov' :  and 
Council]  to  cause  Vinca[ta]pate  Poligar  (whom  they  protected)  to  dep[art]  the 
Comp" :  bounds,  AbduU  Lab  by  Gov"" :  of  Chellumbrum,  having  wrote  complaining 
Letter  to  the  Nabob  &  the  Gov""  :  that  he  is  hia  enemy. 

Wee  had  several  Alarms  from  S* :  Thoma  that  the  Nabob   was  going  aboard 
ship,  but  his  mind  alter'd,  and  then  hee  desired  to  see  the  Cornp' :  Garden,  which 
wee  us'd  all  means  to  divert  him  from,  by  reason  in  going  to   it,  hee  must  have 
had  a  View  of  all  the  weakest  part  of  the  Town. 
li  And  this  day  he  sent  word  to  the  Govern'' :  that  he  was  inform'd  from  Abdull 

Labby  Gov"' :  of  Chellumbrum  that  our  Dep'' :  Gov' :  of  Fort  S' :  David  protected 
the  Kings  Enemys  and  desired  that  wee  would  take  care  that  the  like  be  not  done 
for  the  future ;  The  Gov' :  answerd,  that  he  would  immediately  write  away  to 
Fort  S* :  David  about  it,  which  was  accordingly  done. 

Ship  Sarum  Richard  Phrip  Comander  saild  for  Fort  S' :  David,  touching 
there  to  take  some  Goods  and  then  proceeds  to  the  West  Coast ;  on  her  M' :  Robert 
Cranwell  took  his  passage  for  the  former  place. 

15  This  morning  the  Nabob  sent  word  to  the  Govern' ;  that  he  would  make  him 
a  Vissit  at  the  Comp^ :  Garden,  whereupon  Narrain  was  sent  to  endeavour  to 
divert  him  from  it,  which  if  he  could  not  do,  that  then  to  advise  the  time  of  his 
coming.  So  Narrain  about  12, Noon  sent  to  the  Gov':  to  acquaint  that  the  Nabob

Th^s  place  having  suffer'd  much  by  ships  unjustly  seiz'd  by  the  Arabs  of 
Muscat  &  Bassa  at  Judda,  which  has  occasiond  great  clamours  amongst  the 
Inhabitants  of  all  sorts  in  this  place,  cheiflj  through  Dispair  of  any  assistance 
from  the  Government  for  procureing  satisfaction  for  the  same  ;  The  Govern''  :  & 
Oouncill  to  pacifie  'em  for  the  present,  proposed  the  sending  a  Petition  to  the  King 
of  England  and  a  Letter  to  the  Company  setting  forth  their  agreivances  and  great 
Losses  thereby,  which  Petition  and  Letter  was  read  and  agreed  on  as  enter'd 
after  this  Consultation. 

Sliip  Bedford  being  not  yet  arrived  from  Bengali  &c*  :  and  considering  'twill 
be  too  [late]  in  the  year  for  her  to  go  to  ffort  S' :  David  to  take  in  those  Bales, 
which  would  endainger  her  Passage  for  England,  tis  agreed  that  wee  hire  tke

The  humble  Petition    of  Yo''  :    Maj*'''^ : 
most   Dutyfull  and    Loyall  Subjects  Inhabi- 
tants of  the   City  of  Madrass  on  the  Coast 
of  Choromandell,  in  the  East  Indies. 
Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  wee  your  Majesties  Peti[tioners]  re^ideing  in  this  place,  having 
libertv  of  Trade  in  these  parts  from  the  East  India  Company  Merchants  oF 
London  trading  to  the  Bast  Indies,  did  in  June  161)5,  equ[ippedj  out  a  ship 
called  the  London,  burthen  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  tons,  K,ichard 
Williams  Master  to  Bengali,  and  thence  [  .  •  >  ]  she  arrived  safe,  but 
in  her  return,  April  the  14* :  she  mett  three  [Arab]  Ships  off  Muscatt, 
who  took  her  and  carr[ied1  her  into  that  Port,  and  made  Prize  both  of  Ship  and 
Cargo  Valued  at  about  Five  thousand  pounds  sterling.  She  had  ten  Europe  men 
r  .  .  ]  board  of  her,  three  of  which  made  their  [Escape]  and  the  others  miserably 
perish'd  in  Prison  who  were  most  part  your  Majesties  subjects  and  on  the  IS**": 
June  1700  did  send  hence  a  ship  called  the  Friendship,  Burthen  One  hundred 
Tuns,  William  Morrice  Master  to  Surat  who  from  thenco  went  to  Persia,  and 
met  with  two  Arab  ships  in  the  Gulph,  was  [  .  .  .  ]  on  by  them  and  carried 
to  Muscatt,  where  they  sold  the  Ship  and  Cargo,  amounting  about  Eight  thousand 
pound  sterling,  [besides]  Armenian  Goods  of  a  great  Value,  and  imprisond  after 
a  most  Barbarous  manner  her  ships  Company,  the  Master,  Mates  [and]  severall 
Ofl&cers  being  your  Maj"^^ :  subjects.  ^ 

Wee  also  in  October  1699  sent  a  ship  called  the  Diamond,  tiurthen  about 
One  hundred  Tuns,  John  Cockroft  Master  to  Bengali,  and  there  to  Lade  for 
Judda  in  [the]  Red  Seas,  who  accordingly  did,  and  proceed  to  the  aforesaid  Port, 
but  looseing  her  Passage  winter'd  at  Acheen,  so  that  she  did  not  [arrive]  at 
Judda  till  March  J7Ul,  when  they  were  promised  by  the  Bassa  freedome  of  Trade 
[and]  the  protection  of  the  Port,  upon  which  [they]  Landed  their  Goods, 
and  Sold  to  the  Bassa  [  .  .  .  ]  as  |p  copys  of  the  [  .  .  .  ]  Supercargoes 
&  Commanders  Letters  to  Mess" :  Colt  and  Pennying  more  particularly 
app[  .  .  .  ]  but  soon  after  tbey  were  possess'd  of  the  Goods  they  seiz'd 
the  ship  and  the  remaining  part  of  the  Cargo,  which  they  made  sale  of,  so 
that  with  what  they  had  before  in  their  hands  amounting  at  least  to  £  30,000 
sterlings.  They  also  seiz'd  the  supercargo  and  Comander,  and  what  other 
Europe  men  did  not  make  the  escape,  and  murder'd  some  of  'em  by  their  barba- 
rous imprisonment,  and  threaten  to  sell  the  persons  of  those  Living,  all  w"'' :  was 
upoJi  pretence,  that  this  was  the  ship  that  took  an  Arabs  Ship,  off  tlie  high[Land] 
of  S'  :  Johns  near  Surat  the  year  before,  at  which  time,  this  ship  Diamond  was 
at  Moco,  and  return'd  thence  into  this  road,  [in]  September,  whilst  your 
Majesties  four  men  of  warr  were  here,  and  being  inform'd  t'lat  this  idace  Judda 
being  in  some  measure  under  the  Government  of  the  Grand  Seige  wee  have 
represented  this  great  Injustice  by  Letter  to  your  Majesties  Ambassador  at 
Constantinople  and  your  Consull  at  Grand  Cayro. 
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These  our  misfortunes,  wee  know  not  what  cause  to  assign  for  'em,  unless 
[it]  be  as  is  reported  thro  this  countrey,  that  some  of  our  Nation  have  most 
Industriously  endeavour'd  to  fix  all  Pyracies  comitted  in  [the  old]  Bast  India 
Company  and  their  ffactors,  and  on  such  as  reside  in  [  .  .  .  ]  settlements, 
inculcating  likewise  into  [  •  •  •  ]  natives,  that  let  'em  seize  what  they 
w[ill  of]  ours,  that  wee  have  no  power  to  make  [ourjselves  restitution,  nor 
Avill  there  be  any  [trouble]  come  to  'em  thereon. 

Wee  having  here  most  humbly  represent[ed]  to  Your  j^lajestie,  the  most 
notorious  injustice  wee  have  suffer'd  from  the  Arabs  of  Masc[at]  and  Bassa  of 
Judda,  all  amounting  to  at  [least]  Forty  three  thousand  pound  sterling,  for 
the  restitution  of  which,  wee  humbly  impl[ore]  that  your  sacred  Majeatie  will 
be  graciously  pleased  to  extend  your  Royall  protection  [  .  .  .  ]  in  granting 
us  your  Letters  of  reprizall,  or  in  such  manner  as  in  your  great  wisdom  shall  be 
thought  meet. 

And  your  Petitioners  as  [in]  Duty  bound  shall  ever  Pray.

Wee  your  President  &  Councill  and  all  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Place,  having 
of  late  sufferd  great  Jjosses,  by  unjust  seizures  of  severall  ships  belonging  to  this 
port,  to  the  amount  of  at  least  Forty  three  thousand  pounds  by  which  -wee  are 
not  only  much  empover[ishedj  but  also  Discourag'd  from  Trading  in  these  parts, 
which  tends  not  only  to  our  particular  detriment,  but  very  much  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  R*  :  Hon'''^ :  Company  and  the  ruin  of  this  Port,  and  finding  no  hopes  of 
redress,  unless  it  be  by  your  means,  wee  have  thought  fitt  to  inclose  a  Petition 
for  his  Majestie,  which  wee  desire  may  be  deliver'd  if  you  think  fitt,  and  procure 
if  possible  such  forces  and  Powers  as  may  compell  those  that  have  injur'd  us 
[  to  ]  make  full  satisfactic>n,  and  prevent  their  doing  the  like  for  the  future, 
without  [which]  all  trading  is  at  an  end  in  India  [  .  •  •  ]  servants  and 
freemen  that  reside    [  .     •     .  ]  settlements,    who  by   the  custom   [  ,     .     .     ,  ] 
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Taxes  they  Pay,  support  the  charge  [  •  ■  •  ]  besides  wee  fear  the  like  misfor- 
tunes, are  [  .  •  ■  ]  great  Distance  from  yourselves,  for  that  the  Arabs  daily 
increase  in  strength  &  Insolence  and  by  our  last  Letters  from  Surat,  which  was 
in  Noverab^'r  past,  wee  are  advis'd  that  the  Arabs  have  agreed  all  differences 
with  that  Port  and  have  now  leave  to  build  and  buy  what  shipping 
they  please,  which  looks  as  if  that  G-overnment  had  some  further  end  in  it,  than 
the  bare  making  a  Peace  witb  them,  but  rather  that  they  resolve  to  contribute 
all  they  can,  in  making-  'em  as  formidable  as  possible  at  sea,  that  so  on  all  occasions 
their  assistance  may  be  of  use  to  'em  against  an  Europe  enemy. 

Wee  have  too  much  reason  to  be  jealous  thnt  that  unhappy  misfortune  at 
Judda,  may  be  justly  attributed  to  the  infamous  and  hellish  contrivances  of  some 
of  our  own  countrymen,  who  have  struck  at  nothing  in  endeavouring  to  fix  the 
Pyracyesupon  you  and  your  ffautors  abroad,  and  if  that  Bassa  of  Judda  does  what 
wee  are  advis'd  of,  in  selling  the  Comander  &  super  Cargoe,  why  may  it  not  be  a 
Precident  for  the  Arabs  of  Muscatt  and  the  Moors  throughout  India,  to  do  the 
same,  and  then  what  will  become  of  all  your  subordinate  ffactorys.  There  are 
also  many  more  dreadfull  consequences  to  be  infer'd  from  the  late  insolences  of 
these  Nations,  and  if  they  be  not  speedily  called  to  an  acco* :  and  forc't  to  restitu- 
tion for  what  is  past,  'twill  most  certainly  end  in  the  utter  ruine  of  youi-  trade  in 
these  parts. 

Wee  have  not  further  to  add  but  [rely]  wholly  on  your  favour  in  procureing 
[  .  .  .  ]  means  for  satisfaction,  without  which  [  .  .  .  ]  these  losses  will 
be  severe  upon  us,  and  [the]  times  are  such,  that  wee  dispair  of  ever  [  •  .  •  ] 
xetreiveing  'em.

This  morning  early  wee  had  news  brought  us,  that  the  Nabob  had  stop'd  all 
Provisions  and  all  Goods  comeing  in  and  going  out  of  this  Town,  and  particularly 
some  Cloth  of  the  Corapanys  comeing,  which  soon  after,  wee  were  advis'd  he  had 
carried  to  S*  :  Thoma,  before  wee  could  draw  out  our  forces  to  resquie  it ;  and  wee 
discover'd  severall  bodys  of  horse  marching  at  a  distance  without  our  bounds,  and 
about  noon,  our  Mulla  return'd  from  S' :  Thome  adviseing  us  the  Nabob  had  sent 
for  him,  aad  show'd  him  the  Kings  order  and  given  him  a  copy  thereof,  translate 
of  which  is  enter'd  after  this  Consultation,  so  wee  immediately  rais'd  our  Train'  1 
bands  and  Portuguez  Malitia  of  this  place,  and  appointed  'em  their  particular  Posts 
for  the  defence  thereof.

The  English  &  other  Europeans  having  enter'd  into  a  Contract  to  defend  our 
Subjects  from  Pyracies  committed  on  the  Seas,  notwithstanding  they  have  Seiz'd 
and  plunder'd  Moors  [and]  therefore  I  have  wrote  all  Subas  &  Duan  that  all 
manner  of  Trade  be  interdicted  with  those  Nations  throughout  our  Dominions, 
and  that  you  Seize  on  all  the  Effects  where  ever  they  can  be  found,  and  take  'em 
carefully  in  your  Possession,  sending  an  Inventory  thereof  to  me.  and  'tis  like- 
wise further  order'd,  that  you  confine  their  persons,  but  not  to  close  imprisonment. 
I  write  yoQ  this  by  the  Kings  Command,  which  You  are  to  Obey  and  know  that 
this  is  a  firm  Decree  for  so  doing,  an  answer  to  which,  with  the  news  that 
relates  hereunto,  wee  demand  with  all  expedition. 

The  same  contents  wrote  the  Duan. 

The  Mullas  Declaration  deliver'd  here  upon  his  return  from  S*.  Thoma. 

This  day  the  Nabob,  Duan,  Umain  Beague  and  Mahomed  Arain  Musheriff  6»s 
sent  for  me  to  the  Duans  house,  when  the  Nabob  told  me  that  the  great  God 
knows,  that  he  ever  had  a  hearty  respect  for  the  English,  and  did  never  wish  'em 
any  hurt,  saying,  here  is  the  Hosbulhocum  which  the  King  has  sent  me,  and  the 
same  to  the  Duan  to  Seize  their  ffactorys  and  all  their  Effects,  which  as  I  stile 
myself  the  Kings  Slave,  I  must  obey  him,  tho  says  he,  wee  dont  care  to  fight  'em, 
but  in  case  they  begin,  wee  are  ready.  The  Nabob  likewise  told  me,  that  we  had 
receiv'd  of  the  late  wreck  (Advice  frigat)  Seven  hundred  thousand  Pagodas,  which 
appertains  to  the  King,  and  wee  must  be  answerable  for  it,  or  if  wee  have  any 
Phirmaunds  to  this  purpose,  wee  should  show  'em  him,  w"*"  is  the  reason  your 
effects  are  Seiz'd  by  the  King's  Orders,  whose  Command  wee  must  all  obey. 

I  did  see  the  two  Husbulhocums,  one  to  the  Nabob  and  one  to  the  Duan,  the 
one  Sealed. with  wax  the  other  with  Ink,  to  which  the  Nabob  bid  me  send  an 
answer,  The  Duan  at  the  same  time  telling  me,  that  I  should  not  be  dejected,  for 
thev  would  be  answerable  for  double  what  should  be  lost. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  Hosbulhocum  and  the   Mullas  Declaration  the  President  6« 
[wrote]  the  Nabob  as  follows. 

To  His  Excell'^  :  Doud  Cawne. 

Since  I  wrote  your  ExcelF:  the  morning,  just  as  the  Letter  was  come  to  You, 
our  MuUa  came  to  me,  who  shew'd  me  the  copy  of  an  order  said  to  be  from  the 
great  Assed  Cawn,  chargeing  all  Europe  [ans]  with  Pyracie,  and  that  by  a 
Writing  they  are  answerable  for  the  same.  Wee  have  been  inform'd,  that  there 
was  such  a  Writeing  extorted  from  the  English,  French  and  Dutch  [at]  Surat, 
which  amongst  us  is  of  no  value  being  forc't  from  us,  nor  will  the  same  be  regarded 
more  particularly  by  us,  who  have  been  great  sufferers  by  the  Pyrats  ourselves, 
and  besides,  our  King  have  not  been  at  so  little  charge  as  Two  hundred  thousand 
Pagodas  [to]  extirpate  those  villains. 

The  Goods  you  have  Seiz'd  too[s('c]day,  [we]  doubt  not  but  you  were  Advis'd 
what  value  was  thereof. 

And  as  to  what  Yo'  :  ExcelP:  was  pleased  to  say  relateing  to  the  wreck,  wee 
have  the  Law  of  God  and  all  nations  on  our  Side,  for  no  Ship  isa  wreck,  whilst  her 
proprietors  keep  possession,  and  had  you  taken  the  least  thing  of  her,  you  must  have 
been  accountable,  as  you  will  be  for  many  other  things  you  have  already  done. 

Your  Hosbulhookum  says,  wee  are  not  to  be  close  confin'd,  and  yo'.  Excell'' : 
said  to  the  Mulla  that  you   care  not  to  fight  us,  but  are  resolv'd   if  possible  to

You  say  that  the  King  of 
England  has  spent  2,00,000  Pag^  to  Destroy  the  Pyrats,  which  was  our  King 
made  Sensible  of,  it  would  Redound  to  your  advantage. 

You  also  wrote  something  else,  but  as  for  me  I  have  no  other  order  from  the 
King  than  mention'd  to  you,  but  if  you  have  any  ill  designs,  I  know  how  to  deal 
with  you,  but  I  give  you  my  best  advice,  because  I  wish  you  well. 

From  Duan  Mahomep  Syde  to  the  Gov"  :  of  Chinnapatam. 

I  received  your  kind  Letter  and  observe  the  Contents  thereof,  as  also  of  that 
you  wrote  the  Nabob,  which  I  take  particular  notice  of,  whereunto  the  Nabob  has 
given  his  necessary  answer,  which  you  may  observe.     What  can  I  write  more. 

To  Nabob  Doud  Cawne. 

I  received  yo".  Excell^'*.  Letter  and  observe  the  contents,  and  as  I  take  it 
[in]  that  paper  you  call  the  Kings  order,  there  is  nothing  abo'it  stopping 
Provisions  for  that,  in  all  parts  of  the  world  is  publi[shing]  a  Warr  between 
nation  and  nation,  tho  [we]  have  sufficient  for  our  people  for  two  years  besides 
the  Sea  open  to  us. 
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That  our  King  has  been  at  200,000  [Pag'.]  charge  to  suppress  Pyrats, 
is  a  thing  k[nown]  to  all  Nations,  as  also  to  yours,  for  four  men  of  warr  were  in 
this  road.

SMp  John  Martine  Pedro  Joas  Noquedah  arrived  here  from  Pettipollee  loaded  20th 

with  firewood. 

The  Buxee  and  Avaldar  of  S' :  Thoma  having  often  times  sent  to  the  Gover-  21 

nour  to  know  when  he  should  be  at  leasure  ;  that  they  may  come  and  vissett  him  : 
did  this  afternoone  make  him  a  Vissett,  when  the  Governour  presented  the  Buxee 
with  15  yards  scarlett,  2  swords,  1  looking  Glass,  1  Chest  Rosewater  and  to  the 
Phousdar  &  his  two  sons  14  yards  Scarlet,  1  looking  glass,  I  sword,  with  all  w''*' : 
they  seemed  to  be  well  satisfyed,  and  about  5  a  clock  they  returned  to  S' :  Thoma. 

This  day  sloop  Expedition  arrived  in  this  road  when  came  ashore  M"" :  John 
Davis  who  had  formerly  been  surgeon  of  Bencoolen,  who  acquainted  us  that  he 
came  from  thence,  but  [he]  delivering  a  Paper  to  the  Governour  as  E[ntered]  in 
this  days  Diary,  by  which  'twas  discover[ed]  that  the  aforesaid  Davis,  and  William 
Gor[don]  had  run  away  thence  with  the  sloop,  whose  [  •  •  .  ]  they  had  about. 
[  .  .  .  ]  Ca.  Pepper  on  board,  most[ly]  all  of  which  being  dammaged,  they  sold 
part  thereof  Att  Atcheen,  the  Governour  asking  Doctor  Davis  what  euduced  them 
to  do  [such]  villainous  [  -  •  •  ]  Action,  who  pretended  he  had  received  great 
[hardships]  and  injustice  from  Governour  [  .  .  .  ]  he  could  bear  with,  to 
which  the  Governour  gave  little  Creditt  to,  so  committed  him  Prisoner  to  the 
main  Guard,  and  sent  a  foile  of  Muskateers  on  board  for  William  Gordon,  who 
confesses  he  came  away  at  the  instigation  of  the  aforesaid  Davis,  wh[o]  was  com* 
mitted  to  the  Custody  of  the  Marshall  and  the  Tryall  of  them  deferred  till  wee 
hear  from  York  Fort. 

The  occasion  of  my  leaving  Bencoolen.  , 

Having  served  the  R* :  Hon''''' :  Company  att  Bencoolen  with  Generall  satis- 
faction to  all  (that  were  not  prejudiced  against  me)  for  two  years  during 
which  time  I  seldome  enjoy'd  my  health  or  any  of  those  priviledges  the  Hon^'* : 
Company  allowes  their  servants,  but  on  the  contrary  was  ingratefully  treated, 
and  insulted  over,  I  often  sollicited  my  discharge,  particularly  w"  :  the  John  and 
Mary  arrived,  who  had  two  surgeons  on  board,  and  a  ship  from  Battavia  which 
had  a  surgeon  Passenger  who  all  seeming  willing  to  supply  my  Place,  they 
discharged  me  the  Companys  Service,  but  denyed  me  leave  to  come  to  Fort  S*" : 
George,  or  to  go  to  Bengali  in  the  Battavia  Ship,  I  Petitioned  and  was  rejected  [I] 
remonstrated  the  injustice  they  did  me,  in  detaining  me  [  ■  •  ■  ]  and  laught 
att,  they  told  me  they  would  hamper  me,  send  me  to  Europe  when  they  thought 
fitt,  or  make  me  stay  as  long  the  Governour  stayed,  after  the  ships  was  sailed  I 
received  severall  affronts,  which  throw  me  into  a  deep  mallanehoUy,  increased 
my  illness,  and  hurryed  me  on  to  attempt  any  means  to  gain  my  health  and 
freedome  from  them  [or]  loose  my  life.  The  sloop  lying  in  the  road  and  having 
delivered  all  her  Pepper,  to  about  two  boats  Loads,  which  with  her  Kentilage 
might  serve  to  Ballast  her  hither,  I  resolved  to  make  my  escape  hither  in  her, 
which  I  have  done  in  a  short  time,  had  she  not  pr[oved]  extreamly  leaky,  having 
above  three  foot  water,  her  Pumps  bad,  and  choakd  up  with  Pepper,  being 
forced  to  bail  m  hard  gales ;  the  masts  so  defective  that  a  Knife  might  be  thrust 
into  the  body  of  it,  our  water  was  so  scan't  that  we  could  not  have  more  than 
a  Pint  a  man  for  twenty  four  hours.  These  considerations  with  the  variableness 
of  y" :  wind  att  the  suns  crossing  the  equator,  forced  us  to  put  for  Atcheen,  which 
with  much  diflBculty  we  fetchd,  and  found  them  engaged  in  Warr,  Plundering, 
burning  &c* :  I  could  not  get  any  place  to  dry  the  Pepper  securely  in,  and  that 
it  lay  rotti[ng]  in  the  Hold.  M' :  Deltj .  .  .]  upon  my  request  [.  .  .  .]  of 
itt,  [.  .  .]seen  how  much  dammaged  it  was  [.  .  .]  no  more,  then  what  is 
indorsed  on  the  bill  of  Lading.  The  remainder  after  I  had  dryed  it,  have  brought 
hither.  The  Gold  I  received  for  what  was  sold,  I  paid  to  M':  Bennet,  not 
beleiving  itt  safe  in  so  crazy  a  Vessell.  I  got  her  repaired  by  two  Europe 
Carpenters,  and  she  has  proved  beyond  all  Expectation.

Sunca  Rama  presses  very  hard  for  the  money  paid  the  Nabob,  of  which 
there  remaines  due  14,695  Rupees,  and  tells  me  that  they  shall  come  into  very 
great  trouble,  and  disgrace  if  they  do  [n't]  immediately  pay  it,  and  there  being 
no  Rupees  procureable  but  at  such  rates  the  shroffs  please[d]  [  to  be  ]  delivered 
[.  ,  .]  night  the  Bssaymaster  five  [.  .  .]  rupees,  for  them  to  try  the  weight 
and  matt,  and  to  compute  how  they  would  come  out  at  15f  for  silver,  who  have 
reported  this  morning  that  itt  will  produce  three  hundred  fifty  five,  and  halfe 
S* :  Thoma  Rupees  for  100  Pagodas,  which  at  present  Sunca  Rama  will  not 
consent  to,  so  till  we  can  [adjjust  that  matter,  I  think  itt  convenient  the 
Warehousekeeper  delivers  him  five  thousand  five  hundred  oz.  standard  [.  .  .] 
and  if  possible  in  Duokatoons,  thO  the  whole  comes  to  three  Hundred  ounces 
more,  which  may  be  adjusted  afterwards.
